CENTRALIA, Mo., June 12— 
One of the chief arguments used 
by Attorney General J. E. Taylor 
in seeking outstate support for 
Democratic nomination for United 
States Senator is that rural and 
western Missourj will not have 
fair representation in Washington 
if a second Senator is elected 
from metropolitan St. Louis, 

This appeal to geographical in- 


terests is aimed directly*at Tay- 
lor’s principal primary opponent, 
Stuart Symington .of St. Louis 
county, the former industrialist 
and top level government execu- 
tive, who has been making strong 
‘ headway outstate in his cam- 
paign for the senatorial nomina- 
tion. 

Taylor, who visited this Boone 
county town on a hand-shaking 
visit today, has been raising the 
issue of “two St. Louis Senators” 
in many of his talks to rural 
- groups. He stressed this argu- 
ment in a brief talk yesterday at 
Vandalia, at a luncheon given for 
him by a group of his Audrain 
county supporters. 

Tone of Arguments. 
* His remarks on this point go 
something like this. St. Louis 
now has an “able and aggressive” 
United States Senator in Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr. Hennings is 
capable of representing the in- 
terests of the state’s largest met- 
ropolitan area. 

But Missouri has rural as well 
as city problems, he says, and one 
of the state’s Senators should be 
thoroughly familiar with the 
needs of the farmers and the out- 
state communities. 

“IT am a native Missourian,” 
Taylor said, in taking another 
slap at Symington, who was born 
in Massachusetts and reared in| 
Maryland, “and I know all of | 
these people and their problems.” | 
He emp’ asized that he is a native | 
of Chillicothe, in northwest Mis- | 
souri, a member of a family 
which had its roots in rural Mis- | 
souri. 

Taylor has been using this | 
argument frequently in his cur-| 
rent campaign trips through cen- 
tral Missouri’s “Little Dixie” 
area, where Symington won 
strong pledges of support on 
earlier vote-seeking visits to this 
Democratic stronghold. 

Truman Indorsement. 

It has been reported that one 
of the reasons President Truman 
decided to indorse Taylor for the 
senatorial nomination in prefer- 
ence to Symington, who served in 
the President’s Administration in 
Washington nearly seven years, 
was because he thought western 
Missouri was entitled to one 
Senator. 

‘It also is reported that some 
Hennings friends in central Mis- 
souri are backing the Attorney 
General because they think that 
if Symington is nominated and 
elected the issue of two St. Louis 
Senators will crop up again in 
1956 when Hennings is expected 
to seek re-election.

These officers, and also Gens. 
George C. Marshall and Omar 
Bradley and Fleet Adms. Wm. D. 
Leahy, Ernest J. King, Chester 
W. Nimitz and Wm. F. Halsey, 
were granted the same pay and 
allowances by the Congress, 
whethér active or retired, for life. 
The pay and allowances amount 
to $19,541.84 annually. 

Gen. Bradley, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, is the only 
one of the group with an active 
assignment. Adm. Halsey is re- 
tired for physical disability. Gen. 
Eisenhower has been placed on re- 
tired status, without pay or allow- 
ances, at his request. All the oth- 
ers are on active duty with nom- 
inal assignments. 

Gen. MacArthur is on 
duty and is nominally assigned 
to the Second Army Headquarters 
at’ Governor’s Island. The effect 
of this assignment is that he is 
provided with an office in New 
York and is allowed three aides. 
If he were retired, his real status 
as to military duty and pay al- 
lowances would remain the same, 
but he would lose two of his aides 
and his widow would not be en- 
titled to the gratuity of six months 
pay upon his death as she is if 
he were to die on active status. 

Ethics and Regulations. 

It is inappropriate, and contra- 
ry to army regulations, for an of- 
ficer on active military assign- 
ment to engage in political activi- 
ties. MacArthur does not have an 
active military assignment and 
consequently -has a status similar 
in fact, if not in law, to retire- 
ment. It would seem that any 
ethical. questions concerning his 
political activities should be de- 
cided in his favor. 

The law and régulations are an- 
other matter. Army regulation 
600-10 prescribes: “Members of 
the Army, while on active duty 
ticipate in any way in political 
management or political cam- 
paigns. The foregoing prohibi- 
tion includes, among other things, 
activity at political conventions or 
on political committees, partici- 
pation in political campaigns, the 
making of political speeches, the 
publication of articles, or any oth- 
er public activity looking to the 
influencing of an election or the 
solicitation of votes for them- 
selves or others.” 

MacArthur’s activities to date 
are not necessarily political. He 
has the right to express a politi- 
cal preference to friends, as he 
has done. His speeches can be 
interpreted as political or patri- 
otic, depending upon the attitude 
of the interpreter.

HE legal fiction that five star generals and admirals who do 
not have an active military assignment are on active duty, has 
caused great speculation and searching of legal books as a 


of Gen, Douglas MacArthur and 


the Republican national conven- 
tion presents a different problem. 
The Hatch Political Activities 
Act prescribe that: “No officer 
or employe in the executive 
branch of the Federal Govern- 
ment, or any agency or depart- 
ment thereof, shall take an active 
part in political management or 
in political campaigns. All such 
persons shall retain the right to 
vote as they may choose and to 
express their opinions on all 
political subjects or candidates.” 


The punishment prescribed pro- 
vides that: “Any person violating 
the provisions of this section shall 
be immediately removed from the 
position or office held by him, 
and thereafter no part of the 
funds appropriated by any act 
‘of Congress for such position or 
office shall be used to pay the 
compensation of such person.” 

The Army. regulations quoted 
above interpret the Hatch Act as 
prohibiting “activity at political 
conventions.” 

This interpretation has not 
been tested in court in regard to 
the specific issue of making the 
keynote speech. Nevertheless, 
MacArthur, unless he were to ask 
for retirement before making his 
speech, would be acting in viola- 
tion of Army regulations, if not 
of the Hatch Act, as they now 
stand. 

White House Attitude. 


The White House has announced 
that MacArthur is free to deliver 
the keynote address. In effect 
this action amends Army regula- 
tions in the particular case. The 
Administration will take no action 


that could be ascribed as persecu- 
tion of the distinguished soldier. 

As to wearing the uniform, 
there is no question as to Mac- 
Arthur’s right to prescribe his 
own uniform and to wear it when 
he desires.

Gen. Eisenhower, if he fails to 
obtain the Republican nomination 
for President, can be restored to 
active duty by the President un- 
der the same law.

More McCarthy Headaches 


The Post-Dispatch pieced together bits of Sen- 
ator McCarthy’s financial operations, which were 
not investigated as fully as they might have 
been by the Senate subcommittee investigating 
Senator McCarthy. . 

These show the Senator to be a man of specu- 
lative bent and uleerous tendency, and that is no 
surprise. He took his first flyer when he talked 
about “207 Communists” in the State Depart- 
ment, and had to back down repeatedly for lack 
of collateral. Yet the gamble paid off, in no- 
toriety at least. 

Now it appears that McCarthy has been shoot- 
ing for the moon on the stock market, and get- 
ting into difficulty with his state’s banking offi- 
cials as well as tax mén. They did not always 
approve his small margins for stock plunging or 
his security. And though he joked to his credit- 
‘ors of his and their headaches and ulcers, the 
creditors did not always think it funny. 

The propriety if not the legality of Mc- 
Carthy’s deals, and certainly the whys and 
wherefores of them, ought to be investigated. 
He got financial help from men who had a di- 
rect interest in government affairs. He also paid 
off some large loans, after many months of dif- 
ficulty, in an unexplained way. 

Senator McCarthy arranged collateral with a 
Milwaukee executive who had government con- 
tracts for machine tools. He had a $20,000 
promissory note signed by a soft drink lobbyist, 
meanwhile earning the nickname of “Pepsi-Cola 
kid” for his attack on defense restrictions on 
use of sugar. 

MLast year, after four years of correspondence 
with an Appleton banker and due requests for 
“ulcer pills,’ a McCarthy letter to the same 
banker told of paying off a bank loan. But noth- 
ing in the record explains, as correspondent 
Joseph Driscoll’s report observes, “how a Sen- 
ator whose interest payments indicated he had 
borrowed up to $300,000 could retire his loans 
so quickly.” 

So the question is why the Senate subcom- 
mittee doeg not compel an explanation of the 
McCarthy deals. The Senator himself is ignoring 
an invitation to testify. And the committee has 


not summoned his bankers or brokers or friends. - 


They might have something pertinent to relat 
about Senator McCarthy’s fitness to be in th 
Senate—and that is what the inquiry is all about. 

Also the conservative folk of Wisconsin, who 
elected him to the Senate, should want to know 
more about the plunging propensities of their 
Senator, his loans and debts and ulcers and 
headaches.

Maybe the diplomats are putting the cart be- 
fore the horse when they talk about disarma- 
ment. Maybe there is not much of a chance for 
cutting back on guns, planes and carriers until 
at least a few of the world’s major problems are 
settled, or at least brought under serious, effort- 
ful discussion. 

But we want to be a little more hopeful. We 
believe that the State Department and the Allied 
chancelleries were right when they made their 
proposals to the United Nations Disarmament 
Commission. And we are disappointed, although 
hardly surprised, at the way these have been 
rejected by Jacob A. Malik on behalf of the 
Soviet Union. 

Mr. Malik argued, in the usual fashion of the 
Red propagandists, that’ the military ceilings 
suggested by France,.Great Britain and the 


‘ United States were just a camouflage for insur- 


ing American military supremacy. They were 
calculated, he said, to dodge all serious consid- 
eration of an arms cut. As much could be said 
for the Russian proposal of a one-third cut all 
around. | . . 

The plain truth is that if the Russian diplo- 
mats were themselves seriously interested in dis- 
armament, they would not take umbrage at any 
figure suggested in advance of conferences and

‘stalling tactics. That is why honest men have so 
little genuine hope for disarmament at this time. 
But the effort should be kept up. After all, 
there is no telling when a break in the present 
attitude may come. The people of the world 
want peace rather than war, and they may yet 
have their way.

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Churchill Sounds the Alert 

The date is Nov. 10, 1942. Gen. Alexander, 
with his comrade and lieutenant, Gen. Mont- 
gomery, has achieved a brilliant victory in the 
Battle of Egypt. The news is that Nazi Marshal 
Rommel’s army has been routed in the African 
desert. Winston Churchill employs the occasion 
for a public address in the presence of the Lord 
Mayor of London. The Prime Minister says: 

We have not entered this war for profit 
or. expansion, bit only for honor and to do 
our duty in defending the right. Let me, 
however, make this clear, in case there 
should be any mistake about it in any quar- 
ter: We mean to hold our own. : 

I have not become the King’s First Min- 
ister in order to preside over the liquidation 
of the British Empire. For that task, if ever 
it were prescribed, someone else would have 
to be found... . 

A decade passes, almost a full 10 years. 
Churchill, again Prime Minister, at 77 is older 
and wiser. Again he is speaking in London, this 
time before the British Press Association. He 
says that Britain stands on a “treacherous trap 
door” that may fall beneath it at any time. Then 
he continues: 

It does seem indeed hard that the tradi- 

_tions and triumphs of a thousand years 
should be changed by the ebb and flow of 
markets and commercial transactions in the 
vast swaying world which has sprung up and 
is growing ever larger around us; and that 
we have to watch from month to month the 
narrow margins on which our solvency and 
influence depend. 

Lands and nations whom we have defeated 
in war or rescued from subjugation are to- 
day more solidly sure of earning their living 
than we, who have imported our message of 
parliamentary institution to the civilized 
world and who kept the flag of freedom fly- 
ing in some of its darkest days. 

This is not a cry of despair. It is the alert 
that I am sounding. It is more, than the 
alert. It is the alarm. 

And it is a bitter turn of the wheel of na- 
tional fortune which causes the inspiriting lead- 
er, who made the 1942 statement, now to sound 
the grim warning of 1952. But it is far more 
than that. The welfare of the English-speaking 
peoples is bound together so tightly that serious 
hurt to Britain cannot be other than hurt to the 
United States. Should the trap door fall, much 
that is dear to Americans would fall with it. 

Whatever the long-run solution for the prob- 
lem of Britain may be, the course for the United 
States is to give every reasonable help and co- 
operation in the current stringency. The land of 
old Oxford and green Cambridge, of Westmin- 
ster Abbey and Stratford-on-Avon, of Canter- 
bury and the Vale of the White Horse has con- 
tributed too much to our life for many Ameri- 
cans to read Mr. Churchill's latest words with- 
out deep concern, 
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Symington vs. the Regulars 

Stuart Symington’s bid for the Democratic 
senatorial nomination is ‘strictly a case of an in- 
dependent running against the organization.

Pendergast followers, are against him. But -an~ 


impressive group of irregulars has come to his 
support. This includes not only Mayor William 
E. Kemp and former Mayor John B. Gage, both 
of Kansas City, but also William Sermon of In- 
dependence, all respected vote-getters. 

The point is that Mr. Symington’s candidacy 
commends itself to all voters who look beyond 
the most routine corfsiderations of organizatidn 
support. The man has ability and brains. And 
he has a record. His inside knowledge of the 
Pentagon—to give but one example of what he 
would bring to the Senate—would be of inestim- 
able value at a time when defense appropria- 
tions are the most important problem before 
Congress. Stuart Symington really knows to what 
extent economy and security can be brought 
into double harness.

Imperiled: Freedom to Broadcast

Danger most serious, critic says; he cites Truman restrictions on 
news, Rayburn ban on televising committee hearings, McCarran 
bill to bar mikes and cameras from public hearings,‘and National 
Broadcasters Association code, opposed by Civil Liberties Union.

I can’t recall a time when: the freedom 
to broadeast has been so seriously im- 
periled, Not long ago, Edward R. Mur- 
row summed up just a few of the restric- 
tions laid on broadcasters. 


Among other things, he called attention 
to the presidential order directing govern- 
mental departments to create security of- 
ficers with the power to make news 
“secret” or to release it for publication.

The union went on to point out that the 
code would prohibit “the production . of 
any adult, mature programs dealing with 
issues of a serious nature” unless the solu- 
tions to the problems “conformed to cer- 
tain requirements laid down by the code.” 
Among the plays that could not be pre- 
sented under the code are. “Death of a 
Salesman,” “A Streetcar Named Desire” 
and “The Cocktail Party.”

Arch Oboler, one of radio’s best known 
writers, complains that “insofar as the 
television audience is concerned, all of 
life’s problems are concerned with who 
killed whom and will the right male get 
the correct female?”

The Slaughter of a People 


THE UNDERGROUND, by Joseph Tenenbaum. (Philow 
sophical Library, inc., 532 pgs., $4.50.) 

Dr. Tenenbaum, noted physician, author 
and leader of his people, the Eastern Euro- 
pean Jews, in a painstaking record writ- 
ten from his heart, tells the tragic story 
of a people slaughtered by the Nazis for 
no other fault than their race and religion. 
It is the record of what he saw when he 
returned to Poland after the war, finding 
there only 50,000 of the three and a half 
millions who were there before the Nazis 
came. He talked to the survivors and read 
their dairies and sets it all down in an epic 
of horror against a background of racial 
origin and history. 


More than a mere historical sketch or 
an episodic narrativé of human greatness, 
more than a record of fighting gallantry 
and Nazi savagery, it is, as he planned it 
to be, “the epic of a people, its prose and 
its poetry, its piety and devotional conse- 
cration, its visions of a heavenly glory in 


- an environment of collective disapproval, 


its never-fading hopes amidst strains of 
despair—a people that lived by the book 
and died by the sword.” Their persistence 
as a people is described as a miracle and 
their attempted extermination as a night- 
mare which shall not cease plaguing the 
human mind, incapable of comprehending 
how the hearts of civilized men could 
have been perverted to the slaughter of 
old men, women and children by the mere 
theory of race inferiority.

In the book are included the most im- 
portant phases of the anti-Nazi struggle, 
the various Jewish underground organiza- 
tions and the little publicized but heroic 
Jewish partisan movement. 

Hope as well as horror moves the au- 
thor, who suggests that the atrocities may 
have been not merely an apocalyptic flash- 
back to primitive barbarity, but a portent 
of better times. Reminding that fortunate- 
ly humanity has a way of returning to san- 
ity every so often despite all the follies of 
the ages, he expresses the hope that the 
book, by giving a frank presentation of 
facts may make a modest educational con- 
tribution towards a better world. 

If there is to be a better world it will 
have to be built from the ground up, so 
complete was the destruction wrought by 
the Nazis. How “complete it was struck 
Dr’ Tenenbaum the day when, revisiting 
Warsaw and looking upon the desolation 
and destruction in what had been the 
ghetto, he picked up a piece of metal. It

MUNICH,' Germany, June 12 
ea — Cardinal Michael 
Faulhaber, archbishop of Munich 
and Freising and a Catholic lead- 
er in the fight against both Nazi- 
ism and Communism, died here 
today. . 

The 83-year-old primate of Ba- 
varia died in his palace following 
a stroke which he suffered Tues- 
day. He had béen ill for more 
than 10 years. He suffered a lung 
inflammation for some weeks be- 
fore his death. 

Since the war Cardinal Faul< 
haber had appeared in public 
rarely.

Britain Will Allow Advertising 


On TV When Finances Improve 


Programs Won’t Be Like Those in U.S. Be- 
cause Britons ‘Are Much More 


Mature and Sophisticated.’ 


LONDON, June 12 (AP)—The 
House of Commons decided last 
night to allow advertising some 
day on British television. The 


Conservative government assured 
Parliament that programs would 
not be like those in America, be- 
cause Britons “are a much more 
mature and sophisticated people ” 

The government’s scheme — 
approved by a 297-269 vote—calls 
for commercial TV stations, with 
advertising, as an experiment 
when the country’s financial post- 
tion improves enough to lift con- 
trols on spending by private firms. 

Until that day—and no one 
knows how far away it is—Brit- 
ish TV as well as the nation’s 
radio will remain a monopoly of 
the government-controlled British 
Broadcasting Corp. The BBC ac- 
cepts no advertising.

While the outlook for potato 
supplies is said to be brighter the 
present shortage is still acute. . 

It is no prodigious feat of the 
imagination to come up with sub- 
stitutes which can help ‘you over 
this spot in your meal planning. 
Of course, if the members of 

your family are strictly meat-and- 
potato eaters your task is a diffi- 
cult one. But there is something 
to be said for variety in the diet 
and now is the time to put it into 
action. 

If you are planning stewed 
chicken, stews or pot roasts, you 
can always make enough gravy 
and cook dumplings to take the 
place of potatoes. All the noodle 
and macaroni products are excel- 
lent substitutes for potatoes. In 
eastern countries where the po- 
tato. is unknown rice has been a 
standby, South of the border, 
Mexican women serve a kind of 
cornmeal pancake ‘which takes 
the place of potatoes and also 
serves the uninhibited diner as a 
kind of sop for sauce.

Summer Comés Ahead 


Of Time. in the Ozarks 


By Leonard Hall 


UMMER has come ahead of time this year, 
bringing with it weather as hot and dry and 
windy as many of the politica] harangues we've 
been reading and hearing over the radio lately. 
The Ozark country 
often experiences sum- 
mer drouth which gen- 
erally coincides with 
the “dog days” of Au- 
gust. This season, how- 
ever, it struck in early 
May which can be far 
more disastrous to 
crops and pastures, 
and has persisted until 
the cattle raise dust 
spirals as they head 
/ out across the fields 
WN ada for water or to seek 
ae R\\ \. shade at the edge of 
\ s\\ \Wk “we the woods. The Kore- 
A . an lespedeza which 
Missouri farmers 
count on for midsummer grazing stuck its head 
up about three inches and now in many places 


has started dying. 


Each day we make the rounds to check the 
watering places and see how the grass is holding 
out. Plans are laid to mow even some of the 
poorer fields for hay, on the theory that “poor 
grass makes better feed than- snowballs,” to put 
it as one of the neighbors did the other day. And 
another pointed out that, in an ordinary season, 
when stock is moved off of one pasture it imme- 
diately starts growing again. This year there simply 
isn’t enough moisture in the ground to send up the 
fresh shoots. Fields well supplied with humus and 
high in fertility are starting to show big cracks 
in the ground, while each day the vegetable garden 
takes on a more bedraggled look.

THERE’S A SAMENESS abeut the days during 
a long dry spell which wears on a farmer’s temper. 
Mornings dawn clear and still and sunny. Along 
toward noon the wind rises and thunderheads roll 
in across the hills to westward. The wind carries 
a load of dust which sifts into the house, and 
sucks out: of the parched foliage any moisture 
which may: remain, Along toward dark there will 
be distant lightning playing on the horizon and 
we'll hear rumors of showers to north or south 
or east or west. But these aren’t enough to help 
things, even where they fall, and soon the clouds 
blow themselves out. The moon comes up bright 
and big as a pumpkin over Buford, the whip- 
poor-wills start their ceaseless calling and we 
know tomorrow will be another dry day.

ONE OF THESE DAYS we're going to overcome 
at least part of our difficulty with the dry weather 
which seems to strike at some time during every 
Missouri summer. This we will manage through the 
use of sprinkler irrigation, with our two creeks and 
the water stored in the ponds as the source of 
supply. The purpose of such irrigation is no dif- 
ferent from what it is in the arid regions of the 
west, except that here it will be used for emer- 
gency and on comparatively small acreages. The 
limiting factors, of course, are the availability of 
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good supplies of surface water or wells of large - 


volume—and the cost of the sprinkler system. This 
requires a dependable power plant, a centrifugal 
pump capable of lifting the water to the desired 
height in the field, and the necessary piping. The 
latter consists of sections of light-weight aluminum 
pipe fitted with flanges which buckle together 
quickly and equipped at intervals with rotating 
sprinkler valves. Only enough pipe is needed to 
cover a small area, after which it is:moved.

SPRINKLER IRRIGATION is costly to install 
and so far has only been used experimentally in 
the Middle West. It seems certain to gain ground, 
however, where water is available in good quanti- 
ties, since it results in substantial crop increases 


by furnishing moisture when needed and can often | 


mean the difference between a good yield and 
total loss. In the first case it enables the plant to 
make fuller use of nutrients in the soil by bringing 
these into solution so that the roots can take them 
up. Thus four or even five cuttings of alfalfa may 
be made instead of the customary three which we 
normally get, the only special requirement being 
that we keep.up the fertility level of the soil with 
frequent applications of manure and fertilizer.

THERE IS NO BASIC DIFFERENCE, of course, 
between sprinkling a field of corn or alfalfa and 
turning the garden hose on your lawn or flower- 
beds, except that the latter is simpler. Your only 
worry about water is the specific one of paying 
your water tax and the general one of a broad 
interest in the watershed which supplies it. A 
hydrant and a hundred feet of garden hose do the 
rest. Ours is a matter of the investment of capital 
and labor plus broad inte in our watersheds and 
a specific one in the immediate water source. Such 
farm improvements as sp er irrigation, artifi- 
cial hay drying or a hun others don’t come 
automatically. They take careful planning and, 
very often, several years of hard work and sacri- 
fice. But they come eventually and each removes 
one more bit of uncertainty from this great busi- 
ness of farming. 


In our short six summers at Possum Trot we’ve 
seen many of these improvements take place here; 
the almost universal use of good. herd sires, the 
hydraulic loaders which do away with forking 
manure out of the barn, the side-delivery rakes 
that turn up an endless windrow, the hay-chop 
and one-man automatic hay baler. And most 
portant of all for the well-being of our Ozarlecom- 
munity, we've seen a tremendous increase in the 
amount of steep, hilly land put back into good 
grass through the use of lime, fe and new 


and improved varieties of seed. The next six years, 


we know, will bring even more advances.

Swimming Cramps 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HEN Johnny dives into the old swimming hole right 

after lunch, watch out. A cramp can make him totally 

unable to swim, float, or otherwise keep his head 
above water. 

Although all you are concerned with then is fishing 
him out before he drowns, your better knowledge of such 
cramps may prevent a future tragedy. 

Whether the cramp is in the calf of the leg or the 
abdomen, it is set off by the shock of the cold water and 
prolonged by the relative lack of blood to the muscle. 


Blood isn’t always equally distributed in the body. The 
tiny branches of arteries widen or narrow to control the 
amount of blood they carry. By a sort of switching arrange- 
ment, more blood can be pumped to the outer body muscles 
or to the inner organs, such as the stomach, intestines, and 
other organs of digestion.

RIGHT AFTER A MEAL and continuing for at least an 
hour, the inner organs have a big job to do in breaking down 
food to usable parts and sending those parts around to the 
right places for storage and ‘use. This takes a lot of blood. 
It means that more blood is switched into these organs, leav- 
ing less for the outer muscles of the body. 

When a muscle is working, it needs more oxygen and 
food energy. More blood is needed to bring these materials 
as well as carry away acid waste from the muscle. When 
Johnny jumps up from stuffing himself at a picnic lunch, 
dives in, and begins violent exertion in swimming, his muscles 
burn more oxygen than they are supplied with. 
| When a muscle doesn’t have enough oxygen, it hurts. 

It may even tighten up into a rigid knot-like mass. This is 
particularly likely if it is also stimulated by the sudden shock 
of cold water.

THOSE WHO HAVE HAD A FOOT CRAMP at night 
know how painful it is. They realize how helpless they would 
be if stranded in water with such a cramp. . 

Other things make such swimming cramps more likely 
to occur. Lack of enough calcium in the diet, such as in 
milk, sets up muscles for easy cramping. Not being in top 
physical form favors cramps. 

You may save your boy’s life if you will see that he gets 
enough rest, eats enough calcium-containing foods, and stays 
out of the water for at least an hour after eating. And when 
he does go swimming, taking’ a companion along is good in- 
surance. One can save the other if a cramp comes on.
